Sheldon, was no

cd to the big 
corporation, but ;o .1 mu D. Archbold. 
This assertion caused a sensation 
in the com m ittee.

given by Archbold before the com­ 
mittee, which at the tim e was chal­ 
lenged by Colonel Roosevelt.
